Governor Pattison is in a comatose condition. Opiates 
have been given to ease the pain. He is slowly sleeping 
away.

Columbus, 0., March 23.—Governor Fattison's case 


is hopeless. From a source, absolutely reliable, the infor- 
mation was gained this afternoon that death was a matter 
of the immediate future. An effort is made to learn 
whether this verdict is made as an end of the matter in 
hours or days. This information is denied. It is made 
clear, however, that every resource is practically exhaust- 
ed, but the great battle has been fought, and that in spite 
of everything that has been or can be done, it will be lost. 


Columbus, 0., March 23.—At 2:30 this afternoon, in 


family and official circles, all hope of Governor Fattison's 
recovery is abandoned. Private Secretary Houck says he 
is prepared for the announcement of the Governor's 
death any moment. The physicians refuse to be quoted.

RECTIFIED SPIRITS. 


Kentucky House Would Impose a Tax 


of One and a Half Cent 
' 


Frankfort, Ky.. March 23.— The low- 


er house of the general assembly, iu 
extra bCbslon for consideration of the 
question of taxing rectified spirits, 
adopted a bill imposing a license tax 
of I'.i cents per gallon on all such 
liquors manufactured In the state, or 
liquor shipped into the state for the 
purpose of bianding "Kentucky" upon 
the barrels and packages. This is the 
same bill adopted in the regular ses- 
sion just closed, and which the upi>er 
branch of the assembly refused to give 
concurrence to. Tne senate has stood 
out for a graded license, according to 
the quantity manufactured during a 
year, and conference committees of 
the two houses will be necessary tp 
bring them together on a bill.

York state branch ot the American 
National Red Cross Issued a statement 
•• to famine conditions in Japan. "The 
famine In Japan." the statement aayi, 
"which has been considered for some 
time moderately serious, is now known 
as the result of private advices to be 
one of the most terrible starvation 
emergencies of modern times. 
Con- 


»ervatlve estimates place the number 
of starving Japanese at from 800,000 
to 1.000.000 persons. For these, owing 
to extended rains last summer which 
have ruined the rice and other food 
crops, there is absolutely no relief In 
sight until next October, when a new 
harvest will be available. The sum of 
$16.000.000 will be required to save 
the Japanese country people. This is 
estimated by allowing for a cost of 10 
cents per person per day."
